As of September 11,
barley was 93 percent harvested. Durum wheat
was 98 percent turning and 61 percent harvested.
Spring wheat was 82 percent harvested. Oats were
88 percent harvested. Canola was 92 percent
swathed and 69 percent harvested. Ninety-nine
percent of the corn crop had reached the dough
stage, behind 100 percent at this point last year but
ahead of 90 percent for the five-year average.
Corn for silage was 10 percent chopped. Dry
edible beans were 99 percent fully podded,

83 percent had lower leaves yellowing, 56 percent
were dropping leaves, and 7 percent had been cut.
Dry edible peas were 93 percent harvested.
Flaxseed was 97 percent turning and 40 percent
harvested. As of September 11, forty-eight percent
of potatoes had vines killed, and 7 percent were
dug. Soybeans were 98 percent fully podded,

48 percent had lower leaves yellowing, and

13 percent had dropped leaves. Seventy-three
percent of sunflowers had ray flowers dropped,

32 percent had bracts turned yellow, and 2 percent
had bracts turned brown. Other activities during the
week included spraying pesticides, cutting hay,
and beginning preparations for winter wheat
planting.

Livestock: Stockwater supplies were rated

3 percent short, 72 adequate, and 25 surplus.
Pasture and range conditions were rated 1 percent
very poor, 5 poor, 23 fair, 53 good, and

18 excellent. The second cutting of alfalfa was

95 percent complete. Cutting of other hay was
estimated at 95 percent complete.
